The destre was natural one and if per- 
mirsible undefthe Regulations, might in 
instances be very proper. It so happens. bow- 
ever, that such a course is expressly probib- 
ited by the Regulations, and the Commanding 
Officer bas no discretion in the premises. By 
orders received-some time since from Depart 
ment Head;Quarters, the froops ia this, Dis- 
trict are required to be concentrated at Camp 
Douglas to be discharged bere as their respect- 
ive terms of service expire. Similar orders, 
we sev, have been igsued concerning the Cali- 
fornia troops in New Mexicv and Arizona. 
The latter, instead of being ordered, to Cali-, 
fornia to be discharged, will proceed to Santa 
Fe tor that purpose, the Government paying 
commutation for transportation ta their homes. 
In some. possibly the majority of cares, thix 
order will work a hardship, as the commuta- 
-tien money will not cover the actual cost of 
transportation. But in these cases where the |. 
discharged soldier desires settling in the coun- 
try. proceeding 4o the northern mines or the | 
E.xstern States, it is an actual benefit. “ No 
doubt if the Department Commander had di-} 
Tected the troops in Utah and New Mexico to 
be marctied to California tor discharge there 
would bave been much grumbling on the part 
of those who desired to remain, or to proceed | 
in another divection. The question manifestly 
bas two sides; but whicberer is the correct | 
one. the order bas been iseued, and subordi- 
nate commanders are in duty bound to obey 
and carry it out.

It will thus be seen that the action of the 
District and Department Commanders, in re- 
fusing the furloughs applied for, was strictly 
fn accordante witlf the Regulations, and any 
otber course would. bave been ia direct con- 
trarention of its positive probibitions. It is 
bardiy necessary for us to suggest to our 
California eptemporary, tbat military affairs

The New Orleans Ps gives An account 
of the affair at Brownsville, as follows: Relia- 
ble information from the Rio Grand: states 
that Cortinas crossed the river with his whole 
force of 2,000 men and sixteen pieces of. antil- 
lery, and occupied Brownsville, driving out 
the Confederates; under Gul. Ford, he hoi 
the United States fing and offered his services 
to the United States commander at Brazos. 
When Vortinas levied hie foreed loan on the 
Ee of Matamoras, Col. Fisher, late in the 

evrvice and now in the Confederate 
arniy, attempted to interpose between them 
and Certinne and pro tu the French com- 
mander to unite in expelling’ Cortinas. Not 
d-sicing to unite his fortune with those of the 
Cunfederacy, he declined. Fisher, not con-- 
truted, visited Cottinns, with nressaye that 
if any attempt was made to levy a forced loan 
on French or Confederate chizens. the 
Confederate forevs would do as General Dana 
did some time —eross the river and ‘re- 
move their funds to a place of safety. Corti- 
pas, roused by this, determined to take the 
initiative, and aceordingly left quietly daring 
the night, leaving a small force of 800 men in 
Matamoras and weni to a point below, where 
he drossed his whole force and sixteen picces 
of artillery, with which he marched to Browns. 
ville, driving out the foree of Col. Ford. eom- 
posed of cavalry, withuut artillery. Cortinas 
then hwisted the United States flag and de- 
elared, as be was born on the American side 
of the river, he was a citizen of the Unit-d 
States, and wonld hold Brownsville for that 
Government. He immediatly notified the 
commanding officer at Brazos of hie proceed- 
ings. and offered. through him to his Govern- 
ment, his own services and that of his army. 
It eecems that asmall French force at 
month of the river was so alarmed at the ad- 
vance ef Cortinas duwn the river that 
took to their ships, bat retarned when they 
found Brownsville was the object in view. 


New Orleans, Sept 14th. 


There is much dispnte over the Mexiean 
news conecrning the exploits of Cortinas. The 
news is net generally believed, but some who 
should know, assert that it is true. Curtinas 
ia anand to be still at Fort Brown with nineteen 
bearing on Matamvuras. Colonel Ford's 
rebel cavalry are encamped ten miles hp the 
Rie Grande. The Froch had moved out ten 
miles from Bagdad | 

The news from Atlanta has uced great 
despondency among the rebels, correspond- 
ing to the joy among loyal people.
